Japan Is Trying 
Knockout Blow 
In China Area 


By The Associated Press 

Japan’s armies in Asia are on 
the offensive, it appeared today 
from Allied reports on the never 
fully explained campaigns in 
China, India and western Burma. 

The enemy threw a reinforced 
attack against Loyang in north 
China, but was repulsed in a bat- 
tle nine and a half miles from the 
city. Loyang is important as a rail 
junction and as the gate to an an- 
cient invasion route into interior 
China. 

Im the Pacific the Allies retained 
the offensive, striking far west of 
their Hollandia, New Guinea, 
strongholds to blast Timor with 
more than 30 tons of bombs and 
damaging a 5,000-ton freighter of 
an eight-ship convoy near Celebes 
island, which is northwest of Dar- 
win, Australia. This was one of 
the longest. westward strikes into 
the Dutch East Indies now held by 
the enemy. 

PARAMUSHIRO RAIDED — 

Matching these exploita of Gen- 
eral MacArthur's fliers was an- 
other strike from the central Pa- 
cific against Paramushiro and 
Shumushu, island which guard 
Japan from the north. Admiral 
Nimitz’ forces also bombed Pon- 
ape, 440 miles east of Truk. 


The Chinese high command ad- 
mitted the fall of Yengcheng, £3 
miles south of Chenghsien, cap- 
tured city from which Japan is 
sending the prongs of an offensive 
designed to seal off rich northeast 
China. Fifty-one miles south of 
Yengcheng, however, another Japa- 
nese column seeking to complete 
Nipponese control of the Hankow- 
Peiping railway, ran into Chinese 
opposition. 

The position of this column in- 
dicated that only a 40-to-50. mile 
stretch of the railway remained in 
Chinese hands. The line is not im- 
portant as a supply route, the rails 
having been torn up by Chinese 
forces long ago—but might serve 
as a barrier against any Allied 
forces which might seek to move 
out of the west into Japanese-held 
northeast China, 

In the Loyang battle Major Gen- 
eral Claire Chennault’s fighters 
and bombers strafed the enemy, 
destroying 40 or 50 trucks, arm- 
oored cars and tanks and killing 
300 or 400 Japanese. 

The offensive appeared to Chi- 
nese authorities as a grand drive 
to knock China out of the war. 
Capture of Loyang would be a 
stepping stone to that long-sought 
objective. 


2,000 U.S. Craft Rake

LONDON, Monday, May 8.—(4)—More than 4,500 Allied war- 
planes, spearheaded by great armadas of American heavy bombers, 
shook the Axis capitals of Berlin and Bucharest and other European 
targets yesterday in perhaps the heaviest concentrated two-way pre- 
invasion assault of the war.

British Empire Solidly Behind 
‘Defeat Germany First’ Strategy 


LONDON, May 7. 
premiers of the British empire 
disclosed today that the “beat Hit- 
jer first” strategy, of the Allies 
has won their solid approval, 
while the western invasion com- 
mand, proceeding in an air of 
quiet confidence, kept the Ger- 
mans guessing about when and 
where the climactic blow was 
coming.

Wins Verdict 


The Georgia court of appeals 


has ruled that the American Sure- 
ty Company is entitled to recover 
$9.920 from the First National 
Bank of Atlanta, since the bank 
paid out this amount of funds on 
checks against the account of the 
surety company’s client (American 
Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany). 

The surety company claimed 
the bank unlawfully paid out 
$9,920 in phone company funds 
to Julian Arnold, chief clerk of 
the Atlanta office of the phone 
company, between 1938 and 1940. 
It contended Arnold drew 100 
checks, ranging from $30 to $150, 
to pay phone company employes; 
but, instead of mailing out the 
jchecks, . Arnold © forged indorse- 
ments and deposited the checks 
te his personal account. 

The bank refused to repay the 
phone company for these checks, 
claiming no responsibility in the 
fraud. The surety company paid 
off the phone company and then 
sued the bank. The Fulton cout 
directed a..verdict for the surety 
company, and the appellate court 
upheld this ruling. 

DECIDES AGAINST SHEEHAN 

In another decision yesterday, 
the appellate court ruled that J. 
L. Sheehan could not recover $1,- 
656 from the City of Augusta, be- 
cause evidence indicated Sheehan 
advanced A. B. O’Connor, man- 
ager of the city’s food stamp plan, 
this amount on an unauthorized 
check to cover a shortage of funds 
and the city was not responsible 
for this loan. 

Sheehan claimed he cashed a 
food stamp plan check for O'’Con- 
nor because the latter needed cash 
to meet a pay roll. When he/| 
later went to cash the check, Shee.- | 
han said, O'Connor had been re 
moved as manager of the food 
stamp plan, and the bank refused | 
to honor the check. |

“We didn‘t think much about 
being the first plane in an Ameri- 
can raid on Berlin,” the tall, 
lanky pilot, whose chest is clut- 
tered with medals, sighed. “There 
were too many other things to 
think about.” 

The captain, who is home on 
leave after eight months and 26 
missions, was pilot of the lead 
bomber on the raid, which made 
history March 4—and began 
America’s pounding of the Ger- 
man capital. 

“The weather was rotten that 
day,” he continued, “and some of 
the planes had to turn back. We 
didn’t get any orders to the con- 
trary, so we just went on. We 
saw a little of the city when there 
was a break in the clouds, and 
the German fighters weren't so 
rough on that first raid.” 
ROUGH ON SECOND RAID 


They were the second time. A 
few days later Brown again led 
the way to the enemy city, this 
time in his own bomber, “Blues 
in the Reich’—the Fort was out 
of commission at the time of the 
first raid. 

“It was a beautiful day,” Brown 
remembered, “the sun was shining 
and everything looked fine. Ber- 
lin was clear to us—it’s like a lot 
of little towns that are connected, 
The fight 
to meet us and 
I saw 
a lot of our planes go down that 
day—we lost more than ever be- 
fore on a raid the second trip. But 
vou know about that, it was in all 
the papers.” 

The crew of the “Blues” was the 
sticking kind, he explained. They 
started out together in the states 
almost a year ago. 

“All ten of us went through 
the trips together, without a 
scratch,” he added, “and the oth- 
er nine finished their missions 
with me. In fact, six of the en- 
listed men came home with me.” 
LUCK AND SKILL 

“T guess it was a lot of luck 
that got us through—and maybe 
a little skill,” he added, modestly.

“But, honestly, I think that crew 


is the best that ever went over. I 
wouldn’t want to go back with 
any other bunch.” 

A bomber’s crew is just like a 
baseball team: the airman became 
“A team would be no 
good without the pitcher. It’s the 
same way with us. The gunner 
wouldn't go without his pilot, and 
I'd be out of luck without him. 

“There's a lot of trust in a 
bomber's crew. You get to know 
the men—what their ability is, 
how dependable they are. I al- 
ways felt that I didn’t have to 
worry about anything but my job. 
Maybe I was responsible for those 
guys, but they were responsible 
for me, too.” 

Brown said, naturally, that air- 
men are superstitious, mostly 
about little things. 

“For instance, a crew won't have 
the coveralls worn on raids 
cleaned until all the missions have 
been completed. We always wear 
the same hat on missions. A few 
won't write letters before a mis- 


sion.

If the Mayflower 
Had Any Meaning— 


Before April got away from me I meant to 
write a piece about the Mayflower anniversary, 
but this and that interfered and here I am late 
with it. 

The Mayflower descendants were holding little. anniversary 
affairs. My own folks came over on an old sailing boat called, 
as I recall, “The Mary Anne,” or something like that, so I have 
never been on the inside of any of the Mayflower socials. I. have 
wondered about them. 

The Mayflower landed, of course, in November, when a few 
of the more adventurous went ashore. But the ship remained until 
April before it put up sail and departed. 

The story of the Mayflower is worth telling because it illustrates 
something very important about the American people and their 
beginnings. 

The people themselves were not important in so far as any real 
contribution was, or is, concerned. They did have their courageous 
ones and they stuck it out despite death and disease. But it was 
never a very large colony and its influence on American life and 
history is insignificant. It couldn’t keep going as a colony and in 
1691 they merged with the successful Massachusetts colony. 
THE PEOPLE What is important is the story of what happened 

to the people. The persons who came on the 
Mayflower were a peculiar set which England, and the Puritans, 
regarded as very radical. Today they probably would be called 
communists, since they believed in, and practiced, communal laws. 


They divided up all property and money. A man could call on 
another man’s wife to wash or mend his clothes if his own wife 
was ill or dead. They were one in the brotherhood of Christ. 


The Mayflower people who were, with a few exceptions, poor 
carpenters, farmers and artisans, worthy people with a passion for 
religion, and not much education. Two or three members had 
been to Oxford or Cambridge. They were the exception. 

These Mayflower pilgrims were not the real Puritans. 
were another religious group called “The Brownites” or “The 
Separatists.” The Puritans wanted to reform the Church of Eng- 
land. The. Separatists wanted a new church and believed the 
Church of England to be too ritualistic, had too many candles and 
too many chants. Fhey wanted a bare room and a pulpit. 

Some of them fled to Holland, which allowed freedom of reli- 
gion, but they couldn’t work there because there wasn’t much 
agriculture and the craftsmen’'s guilds wouldn't let them learn or 
practice a craft. So, most of them went back to England. 

They were such a nuisance, always being arrested for protesting 
against the church and for holding church meetings, King James 
finally allowed them to go. 

They got ashore in November. Had not a plague, probably 
smallpox, killed off or driven away all the Indians, they, 102 of 
them, would have been killed. But they lasted out the winter. 
There was plenty of game in the woods but they were not hunters. 
Some more of the hated Separatists arrived the next spring. 


COMMUNISTIC START They started bravely with the com- 


munal system. Everything went into 
a common fund, according to their agreement. Everyone, regard- 
less of capacity, was fed and clothed out of the common stockroom. 

After.a short while there was much discontent. In England 
and Holland it had been all right. There they had been condemned, 
driven and persecuted, poor and lacking .in goods. They were 
humble brothers in Christ. 

But here was opportunity. Governor Bradford wrote that many 
men “did not want their wives commanded to do service for other 
men, as dressing their meat, washing their clothes.” 

It was a small, weak colony, but soon they began to observe 
Some 
were lazy and inefficient. Others were hard workers and could 
accomplish more. 

After three years Bradford gave each man some land and more 
or less put them on their own. It was a weak colony without any 
outstanding person in it, save Bradford, and by 1691 it seemed best 
to give up and join with Massachusetts Bay. This was the great 
successful colony which produced New England.

Did you see that story about the present-day 

activities of the boys who were winners of Soap 

Box Derbies run in Atlanta in past years? The 

pictures of those lads as they were when their 

homemade, motorless vehicles flashed first across the winning line 

in those exciting races staged on North Side drive and elsewhere 
in Atlanta? i 

If you saw the pictures and read the story it should have set 
you to thinking. For it is just about the most impressive illustra- 
tion of a truth we all know but which cannot be too strongly 
imprinted upon understanding and memory. 

That truth is that it is the boys who, just a few short years 
ago, lived the normal, decent, good life of American boyhood 
who are today bearing the real burden of this war we must fight 
to victory. 

Not only the seven winners whose pictures you saw, but all the 
boys who took part in those derbies are, in large proportion, the 
same boys who today await the moment of debarkation on the 
shores of Europe in the great invasion; the boys who dwell in the 
fox holes and hold the line below Rome; the boys who are wiping 
out the Japs in stronghold after stronghold in the Pacific. 

In those old days, as we stood in the hot

sun and cheered and laughed and en- 


joyed by proxy the triumphs of the boys in the Soap Box Derbies, 
we didn’t think, we couldn't know, that in so few years they would 
be entered in another contest in which the stake is life or death. 
How could we know? 

We read, to be sure, of diplomatic maneuverings in Europe. We 
followed, even, the story of Munich and the sHame which was 
focused upon a man called Chamberlain. Yet we should not blame 
him too much. He was guilty, we know now, of a crime called 
appeasement, appeasement of a smirking fiend with whom there 
could be no appeasement. Yet we were, all of us, equally guilty. 
For it was our failure to realize, our failure to prepare, which 
made appeasement the only course open in those shameful days 
of our weakness, 

Still, we did not think. We went on our careless way, content 
in semblance of security which now we know was so false. And 
thus we tied the hands of wiser men, of Churchill and of Roose- 
velt and of others, who knew the truth when we were blind and 
who struggled, as best they could, against the handicap of our 


unconcern, 
WE WERE RESPONSIBLE In those days we forgot the other 

boys who had passed through 
the agony of war just a few short years earlier. We fumbled the 
ball and, because we sought only the security of the ostrich, we 
let them down, 

And the result has been that the boys who rode in the Soap 
Box Derbies, the boys who fished in our quiet streams, the boys 
who played baseball upon our sandlots and who trudged to school 
along the tree-shaded streets, have had once again to face the 
Gethsemane of battle. They have had to fight to smother anew 
that foul beast from the militaristic nations that we should have 
smothered for all time a quarter-century ago. 

Today, as we draw steadily nearer another victory on the fields 
of bloody conflict, we should remember, through every hour, that 
a day is coming when the guns shall again be silenced and when 
boys, now infants, shall play again upon our streets and play- 
grounds, Those boys of the new generation will be concentrating 
their young enthusiasms on the sound of a ball smacking into a 
catcher’s mitt, or the sight of a pigskin oval booted through the air. 

They will be building and flying model airplanes and they 
will be, once more, sitting on a summer afternoon watching a 
floating bit of cork until the fish bites. 

And it will again be our responsibility to shape the course of 
future events. To decide whether we shall permit ignorance and 
selfishness to again doom a generation of American boys to the 
filth of war. A war that, quite probably, we shall by then be 
unable to keep away from our own shores. 

Or whether we shall create a world that shall make war for- 
ever impossible, 

We can only do that by maintaining a world force so strong 
that the would-be conquerors of the future shall know, always, 
that they are impotent to start another world conflagration. 

It is we who must decide.

Analyzes Pepper 
And Hill Victories 


WASHINGTON—The most obvious effect of 
the notable victories just won in Alabama by 
Senator Lister Hill and in Florida by Senator 
sie Claude Pepper is to lay the ghost of the New 
Deal revolt which had been so vociferously proclaimed only a few

rious persons have sought to make it appear tna e sou 
BO in a against the Roosevelt administration, that the tra- 
ditional Democratic states below the Mason and Dixon line were 
prepared to revolt against the prospective fourth term nomination. 

Florida and Alabama offered the first testing ground we have 
had on this score. Because they were both rated as arch New 
Dealers, Senator Pepper and Senator Hill were made the targets 
of the bitterest kind of opposition. | 

While President Roosevelt himself did not figure directly in the 
campaign in the sense that direct attacks were made upon him, all 
of the trimmings of the New Deal were brought forth as issues, 
There was the usual shouting about bureaucracy, about the Frank- 
furter fringe, and white supremacy, an issue given impetus by 
the recent supreme court decision invalidating the Texas white 
primary law. 

In short, all of the faults of the New Deal, fancied and real, 
were hung on the shoulders of Senators Hill and Pepper. 

There can be no doubt of the interpretation that would have 
been placed on the Florida and Alabama primaries if the two New 
Dealers had been defeated. It would have been hailed by Repubd- 
licans and conservative Democrats as heralding the breaking away 
of southern states from the administration banner. 

By the same token, the Hill and Pepper victories may be ac- 
cepted as administration gains. Certainly the President has had 
no stauncher supporters in congress than the two senators. It 
was Senator Hill, in fact, who placed the President's name in nomi- 
nation for the third term at the Chicago convention four years 
ago. He is the majority whip of the senate, 


) And as for Senator Pepper, he long has had the repu- 
rarees tation of outdealing the New Deal. In matters relating 


to war policy, he has been far ahead of the White House at times, 
He was for declaring war on the Axis long before Pearl Harbor. 
He has supported every major piece of New Deal legislation that 
has come along during the past ten years. 

Administration supporters in congress profess to see one lesson 
in the Alabama and Florida returns which has not been strictly 
adhered to in recent.election contests. That is, that it is still 
possible to win elections on the New Deal issue when the questions 
involved are brought forcibly to the attention of the voting pub- 
lic. ‘Too often in recent years, it is claimed, administration candi- 
dates have made apologies for the New Deal. Those who have 
sought to run on a middle-of-the-road course like this have usually 
lost, it is asserted, — 

On the other hand, it is said, those who have accepted the New 
Deal as the dominant issue, without trying to sidestep any of its 
collateral liabilities, have usually won. 


The recent much publicized contest in the second 
OKLAHOMA Oklahoma congressional district is cited as an 
There the New Deal was made the one and only issue 
in the campaign. Republicans poured funds and nationally known 
speakers into the district. Forced to accept the issue, the Demo- 
crats, for the first time since 1940, really went to town in defense 
of the President and the New Deal. The result was a decisive 
victory in a district which orfly two years before had given a Re 
publican candidate for the senate a sizeable margin over his Demo 
cratic opponent. 

There may be much or little to this analysis of events. It will 
take more than the Alabama, Florida and Oklahoma contests to 
offer convincing proof, 

The probabilities are that personalities more than issues played 
the dominant roles, at least in the Alabama and Florida elections, 
Only the day before these two primaries, for example, the Demo 
cratic voters of Maryland gave Senator Millard Tydings renomb- 
nation by an overwhelming majority. 

Senator Tydings did not make an issue of the New Deal in the 
campaign, but his opponent sought to arouse the voters on the 
score of the senator’s past hostility to the New Deal, as reflected 
in his name being on the purge list of 1938. Yet Tydings won 
handsomely. 

In the same way, it would not be surprising to see poor old 
deluded Cotton Ed Smith win in South Carolina. He 1s another 
1938 purgee, still one of the bitterest critics of the administration 
in congress. 

It will not mean anything one way or another if Senator Smith 
wins again in South Carolina. The state will go on to be tor 
Roosevelt by its usual one-sided majority, if the President is @ 
fourth-term candidate, 

And so, to put it negatively, about the only thing that can be 
safely said about the Alabama and Florida primaries is that it 
shows, somewhat convincingly, that the New Deal is by no means 
dead, and that the touted revolt among the southern states against 
the national administration was never anything more than care 
Sere ever saw in it—a fiction based more on hope than 
reality, ;

LONDON.—(By Wireless)— 
About the most touching thing 
that has ever happened to me, I 
think, happened in Casablanca. 

One afternoon there was a knock 
at my hotel door. When I opened 
it; in walked six soldiers.

They were at a camp outside 
Casablanca, on their way back to 
America for specialized training. 
They were front-liners, men who 
had been through the mill.

I left Africa that night, so I do 
not know what the decision was. 
But I have enough faith in my 
friend to feel positive that some 
immediate decision was obtained.

The colonel was busy, and as he 
started to rush out he said to me, 
“Come jump in my car and [I'll 
take you back to your hotel.” But 
as we had risen from our chairs 
I could sense that soldiers all over 
the lobby was getting up and start- 
ing to move tentatively toward us. 
I told the colonel I’d stay at the 
club awhile. 

The moment he left I was sur- 
rounded by soldiers. There were 
more than 100 of them, mostly 
from this gang of lost men out at 
the transient camp. I didn’t know 
them but they knew me, from 
Tunisia and Sicily and Italy. 

They surged around and talked 
and tried to tell me how desperate 
they had become. They tried to 
say they didn’t just selfishly want 
to go home but were frantic to get 
unlost and get to doing something 
in the war again, even if it meant 
going back to the front at once.

Then they pulled out notebooks 
and franc notes, lira and postcards 
and snapshots of wives, sweet- 
hearts, and shoved them at me to 
sign. One boy even ruined a fresh 
$10 bill with my signature. I sat 
and wrote my name for 20 min- 
utes without stopping. 

Then they asked if they could 
take some snapshots on the side- 
walk out front. So we moved out 
in a great body and held up side- 
walk traffic while soldier after sol- 
dier snapped his camera. 

Finally we were through and I 
again said goodbye and ~ rs the |. 
way back to my hotel, And at that 
a white-helmeted M. P. stepped 
out of the crowd and said “We'll | 
take you back, sir.” | 

And so, in the splendor of a 
weapons carrier with an M. P. on 
either side of me I rode back to 
the hotel. And that is the end of 
the story. I tell it because a man 
cannot help but feel proud to be 
thought well of by our front-line 
soldiers.

‘Captain Claypool'’s Story: 


Men With Meaningful Faith 
In God Can ‘Take It’ in War

of the U. S. S. South Dakota, who tells here the story of the his- 
toric night sea battle off Guadalcanal.) 


Navy men say that in battle there are only two kinds of men— 


those who can take it and those who can’t. 


On the momentous night 


of November 14-15, 1942, when I was chaplain of the battleship South 


Dakota, I learned that men with 
“take it.” 

The crew of the South Dakota 
was cocky after our first battle on 
October 26, when we shot down 
32 Japanese planes and success- 
fully protected the aircraft car- 
rier Enterprise. In that fight we 
had lost one man. Our captain, 
Thomas Leigh Gatch, had been 
wounded, but he was well enough 
to take the bridge three weeks 
later when we fought the night 
battle of Guadalcanal, 


We knew all that day before the 
battle that we'd soon go into 
action again. During the afternoon 
announcements over the _ ship’s 
loud speaker system told us to be 
prepared to stay all night at bat- 
tle stations. It was a Sunday, the 
only Sunday I could not conduct 
church services in 20 months on 
the South Dakota, 


HATCHES CLOSED 

Early in the evening we were 
released briefly for chow, then 
sent back to battle stations. The 
hatches were closed and the great 


ship became a honeycomb of seal- | 


ed compartments, with the water 
and ventilating systems shut off. 
A shell through a water main 
might drown men and the venti- 
lators would help spread fires. 


We wore our helmets and kept 
our gas masks beside us. Our col- 
lars were buttoned up, our sleeves 
rolled down, our pants tucked in- 
to our socks. These precautions 
against flash burns, In my pocket 
were the syrettes of morphine 
that every officer carries to ad- 
minister to wounded men. 

At my battle station in the sick 
bay I tried to play chess with Dr. 
Walter W. Crowe, the senior den- 
tal officer. Somehow, we couldn't 
keep our minds on it. I started to 
read a book called “How to Keep 
a Sound Mind,” but made little 
progress. 


HOURS DRAGGED 

The hours dragged. Several 
times the ventilating system was 
turned on for brief periods to 
clear out the foul air. As mid- 
night approached the loudspeaker 
brought us a warning that we 
might open fire at any moment. 

The South Dakota and her sister 
ship, the battleship Washington, 
with several destroyers, were run- 
ning toward the narrow passage 
between Guadalcanal and Savo 
islands. Before the night was over 
we were going to meet a Japanese 
fleet of tw6 battleships, eight to 
10 cruisers, many destroyers and 
a score of transports taking rein- 
forcements to Guadalcanal. 

It was a critical night in Amer- 
ican history. On Guadalcanal our 
marines feared that it might be 
their last night alive. Many Amer- 
ican fighting men, on land and sea, 
were asking the Lord for strength 
and courage to do their duty. 


‘TRUST IN GOD’ 

On the bridge of the South Da- 
kota, Captain Gatch was aware 
that it was both unorthodox and 
risky to take battleships into such 
narrow waters, strewn with wick- 
ed reefs. 

“All we can do is trust in God 
and our surveys,” he remarked, 
and the surveys are not much 
good,” 

As we passed close by Guadal- 
canal the men at open stations 
could smell the perfume of trop- 
ical flowers. My yeoman, John 
P. Buck, -who was a lookout, said 
they smelled like gardenias. 

Suddenly the deck trembled as 
if from an. earthquake and we 
heard the deep roar of the 16-inch 
guns. Then the 5-inch guns be- 
gan to bark. The big guns were 
like the deep-throated bay of 
hounds; the 5-inchers, in contrast, 
were like the sharp yapping of ter- 
riers. I fingered my syrettes of 


‘morphine and wondered how soon 


I’d have to use them on wounded 
men.

“Yes, we did, Johnny.” 

My reply was not based on any 
knowledge of the facts. I think I 
would have said the same thing to 
that boy if the ship had been foun- 
dering. 

There in the sick bay and on the 
tables of the wardroom, the 
wounded men were no longer of- 
ficers and enlisted men. They 
were no longer efficient cogs in 
the ship’s mechanism. They were 
just children again, children who 
had been hurt. 


AIR FRESH, SWEET 


Soon after dawn some of us 
were permitetd to go out on the 
open decks. The sky was over- 
cast and the air damp, but it 
smelled fresh and sweet to us. 
Many who had been standing side 
by side all night turned to each 
other saying enthusiastically, like 
old friends, “I’m glad to see you.” 
They meant it. The battle was 
over and they were alive. 

But their feeling of exultation 
turned to anger when they saw 
the bodies of their shipmates, 
some horribly mutilated, laid in 
rows upon the fantail of the ship. 


The steady procession of stretch- 
er bearers still contiuued. At 8 
p. m. the senior medical officer 
asked me to take a work party 
and bring down two . wounded 
men who were still in the “house- 
top,” above the conning tower. 


MEN IN PAIN 


Some of the stairways had been 
shot away, and it was almost im- 
possible to reach them. We work- 
ed for two hours clearing away 
debris. When we finally got to 
the men we found them still con- 
scious but cheerful. 


We put them in a big basket, 
one at a time, as carefully as pos- 
sible, and lowered them to the 
decks with lines. These men were 
in pain. We were none too ex- 
pert in the way we handled them 
and lack of space made us even 
more awkard, but neither of them 
did anything more than groan dur- 
ing the whole agonizing business. 


All over the ship that night men 
were praying—those -who had 
time. One of them, an electrician’s 
mate from Iowa, told me later 
that he was trying to remember 
the Lord’s Prayer when the firing 
began. 


PRAYER IN BATTLE 


“There were 15 men in our com- 
partment amidships,” he said. 
“We were surrounded by powder 
magazines. The word came over 
the telephone that doctors were 
needed in the super-structure and 
that various places had been hit. 
It was tough. We all wanted to 
get up and do something. I kept 
thinking of the kids back home, 


“I prayed for the ship and my 
shipmates and asked for forgive- 
ness of my sins. It seems funny 
to say so, but I asked forgiveness 
of our enemies. And I prayed and 
hoped that every salvo that went 
off would kill a lot of Japs. 


“One shell tore out the main 
feeder cables and started fires all 
Over the ship. An explosion blew 
out the steel door covering electri- 
cal apparatus in our compartment. 


“That door was half an inch 
thick. There were men lying on 
the floor and sitting all over the 
room. The door flew across, hit 
a bulkhead and then fell, missing 
every one of us. We put out the 
fire in the wiring and made re- 
pairs. Then we sat down and 
looked at the door. Somebody 
said, ‘God sure was looking out 
for us.’ Several men said ‘Amen.’ 
I still don’t see how that door 
missed us.” 


UNDERSTOOD A LOTS

On that night we lost 40 men 
killed and 180 wounded. Later we 
learned that the carnage on the 
Japanese ships must have been 
much more frightful than ours.

Our loss 
in ships was two destroyers, most 
of whose men were saved. 

Of course, we didn’t know all 
that on the South Dakota on the 
morning after battle.

Armchair strategists have been 
quoted as saying we should have 
pursued the beaten enemy.
